This wao cousidGrod a "coup d'etat" 
hard to bout, but tho the other family, 
determined not to bo out-dono iu the 
antedeluvian presents of their name, 
prepared at great cost aud research a 
record of their antiquity.

No charges of the kind _have been for 
a moment entertained in Chicago, 
where the repufatiou for iutegrity of 
Messrs. Sankey and Moody needs no 
vindication, aud where the worst that 
has been alleged against them touches 
only the method of their-.revival work 
and its value. 



Nickel. — The demand for nickel, tbe 
metal used witii copper iu tb<j niaiiii- 
factiire of one cout jneces and iu three 
and live cent pieces, has considerably 
exceeded the supply, and the mauu- 
faoturers of the alloy known as Ger- 
man silver have petitioned the Parlia- 
ment of tbe Gorman JEmpiro not to 
still further increase tbe demand by 
the introduction of nickel money into 
tbe country. The cost of Clerinan 
silver, which contains about one-third 
of its volume of nickol, has gcjuo up 
nearly §12 per 220 pounds within a 
single month. The aggregate annual 
jiruduce of nickel (exclusive of the 
American product) does cot exceed 
GOO tons, of which English industries 
alone use one-half. It is used in tho 
token coinage of the U. States, Beigiuin 
and Switzerland, aud the maiiufac- 
tureitj say that if (jrermatiy should is- 
sue a coinage, the supply would not 
be sufficient to enable manufacturers 
to use it in the production of cheap 
imitation silrer^vare on account of its 
increased cost.

TiiK Indian Soiitni; whjch M'a.s bold on 
j\runduy evening in the Lecture Boom of 
We.dey Church, was in every respect a 
auccesa. Not fewer than from seventy to 
oigbty of the' natives, and a niuoh larger 
umber of their pale-faced friends were 
prosniit. It was gnitifyinp to bi=o persons 
from every Protestant Church in the oily 
who had boon iuduccd to attend oithorby 
tho novelty of tho occasion or by the in- 
terest they folt in tho improvement of this 
degraded and abused class of the com- 
munity. Tho provisions, mostofwhioh 
wss gratuitously se'Jt in by tho white 
people, wore oxcollont and ample, end the 
sot-out was in tho very best stylo. Th« 
Indians, assisted by their toachors, mau- 
aged tho whole urrangomont. Ths native 
women presided at tho table and the men 
waited on them. Aftor tea, suitable ad- 
dresses were given by Eev. W. Pollard, 
Rev. T. Derrick' and Rev. C. Bryant. 
Mr. Bryant spoke in Chinook. Mr, Mfl- 
Kay, who is the father of tho Mission, 
gave a brief and interesting account of 
its rise and ])rogrofis; and Mr. McMillan, 
who takes a tloop interest in the Indian 
wo -kin this city, S5poko of tho great 
ohnuga which bail tftkou place in those 
who attend tho school. He remarked that 
some iu his Bible class could read Eng- 
lish ueaiiy as well as he cohld.' The tflu- 
hic, under tho mauagament of Miss El~ 
foid was excellent. They sang several 
pieces, both iu English and in their own 
language, whioli showed cousidorablo 
culture and taste. Much credit is duo to 
Miss Elford, , who must have taken gre.it 
p.tinB in preparing them. The Indians 
wore neat and clean in their apparel, and 
miiny of those wiio were present express- 
ed thoir .surprias at tba change which had 
been efl'ected in ;licir couductand appenr- 
ance. The tinaucial ol)ject of this inost- 
ing must have been fully rsalizod, and its 
social and moral influouco could aoarcoly 
have boon surpassed. All seemed to be 
highly gratified, and felt that it was oiis 
of tho viost pleasant and enjoyable enter- 
tainments of the sea.son.

Sir ChariGS Dilko has withdrawn 
his motion for a Select Committee to 
onqiiire into the opoiaoion of, the Bal- 
lot Act, Sir. Disraeli having promised 
thnt tho Goveniinout would take the 
matter up next session, with a view to 
amend the Aotj tho working's of which 
are comi>lained of by all purtios, Tho 
main diffioulty arises out of the con- 
ilict of opiuiou as to the mode in which 
tho Act requires tho voting papers to 
bo marlvod, Iu spite of "tbo okbor.'^te . 
paius taken by Parliament to make 
these conditions unnjistakably plain , 
it is obvious that not only voters, but 
the sheriffs, the returuingr officers, and 
even tho oloction judnfes, are at var- 
ituico on this point. Some voters put 
the cross at the left hand of tbo name 
for which thoy desire to vote. Otho:B 
put a cross on each ui^ej .while a third 
section put it over or beneath tho 
iiam'e. Tlio roturuin,cf ofHcers seem to 
be equally at aoa. In ono caso 
Scotland, tho returning oflicor exclud- 
ed all the voting papers markea on 
the left side, while nt Southwark it 
was decided that thoy should bo ad- 
mitted. A similar conflict of opin- 
ion appears to have provailod in the 
municipal elections. AtLeods, for in- 
stance, Sir Charles Dilke tells us that 
of the twelve ^aldermen presiding over 
tho elections iu the dili'erent wards 
one-half rejected voting papers mark- 
ed in a particular way, while the other 
half udiiiitted tlioui as valid. Tho mu- 
iiici[)al authorities consult tbo local 
lawyers and get opposite opiuions.and 
they seem to fare no better witJh the 
judges. Lord Ctoleridge and the 
Scotch judges have decided that the 
cross must be on the right hand oppo- 
site tho name, and that tha voting pa- 
per must bo caiicolled if tho inai^ ia 
either above or bolow or on the left 
side of the name; hut Sir Charloa Dilko 
points out that "another high legal 
authority" has given judgment iu tlio 
exactly opposite sonso. There ia an- 
other difilcuUy couuoctod with the of- 
ficial stamp impressed upon every vo- 
ting paper and bearing the secret mark 
of tiio pro.siding authority at tho elec- 
tion. It is obvious that this mark 
cm be forg'od easily and at short no- 
lieo there ia no guarautoo whatever 
against tho introduction of fraudulent 
voting paper.s.

The City of Berlin, the last addition 
to thelnmanfloetof Btearaers, was look- 
ed for by the managors of the line at 
New York early in May, and she was 
advertised to leave again May 11th, ou 
her return trip. This will bo her first 
trip us a regular line 8teamor,and cou- 
siderab.le interest is felt by ship, 
owners and mercantile men to know 
how far she will surpass in sea-going 
qualities tho steamers now afloat. Tho 
(Jity of Berlin is, excopling tho Groat 
Eastern, tho lari^cst aiorcautile vosael 
afloat, measuring 520 feet in length 
overall. In addition to the regular 
decks there is an upper ono, used ex- 
clusively as a promenade for cabin 
passengers. There i:! aiso on tho main 
dock a ladies' saloon, wlierc ladies can 
enjoy tho air without exposure in 
stormy weather. Her construction is 
of the most substantial kind; every ap- 
pliance that science could suggest hav- 
ing been employed to make hor staunch 
in every purl — e.speci:il attention being 
givon to strengthening tbo hull. Eight 
iron bulkhoads, ni lining from keel to 
main deck, divide the vessel into nine 
water-tight Qompartmonts,, eaph of 
wliioh can he ' isolated from all the 
othorf*, thus reducing the danger by 
lire or collision to a luinimuiu. The Ci- 
ty of Berlin proiuiscs'to h.-vvo as groat 
speed as tlic oilier et'lcbratcd stoainers 
of the luman Line, having on ho trial 
trip made sixteen knots, or eighteen 
aud one-half miles per hour. The 
elegantly furnished saloon, placed 
aniidshipa, occupies tho whole widtli 
of the steamer, is forty-four feel long, 
and will seat comfortably 200 por.sons. 
The staterooms adjoining uro provid- 
ed with water, read j;, laid on, and elec 
trie bolls connecting with tho steward's 
room. Such are the vast dituoiisioufi 
of this vessel that crowding is entire- 
ly avoided; saloon, smoking-room, 
baLli rooms, ladies' boudoirs, harbor's 
shup, and staterooms being alike 
spacious and well ventilated.
